Using the guidelines set forth by the federal Student Right to Know Act, the completion rate for 
first-time, full-time students enrolled initially at Westchester Community College in Fall 1995 in 
a degree program who' graduated within 3 years or transferred to a 4-year college without 
graduating is 397 out of 1,282 or 31.0% . 

This is not the complete picture, however. Our studies show that many students take longer than 
three years to complete a degree. For example, of the first-time, full-time students who began in 
Fall 1995, 214 or 16.7% were still enrolled in Fall 1998. If these students are included, a total of 
611 students or 47.7% have or are experiencing student success at WCC.
